Examiner maintains that Falcon's replacement of "monotonous data" or the more pleasing "replacement image" (column 7/44-57) for the 
background area constitutes a "representation of the removed portion of the original image." Applicant's Specification does not expressly 
define what is meant by "a representation," therefore, Examiner employs the ordinary and customary definition of "representation." 
According to Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10th ed. (2001), the verb "represent" is defined as "to take the place of in some 
respect." A "representation" is "one that represents," i.e., "one that takes the place of [something else] in some respect." Examiner 
considers, and Falcon discloses, the monotonous data or replacement image to "take the place of the background portion for the 
purposes of encoding and transmission. This concept appears to be consistent with the crux of applicant's invention, whereby the non- 
relevant background data is replaced by a "representation" of the background (as opposed to the actual background) that is easier to 
encode and transmit, thereby reducing the bitrate of the encoded image for faster transmission (see applicant's Abstract).
